RECORD  BAD  WEATHER  ENCOUNTERED  FOR  MEETING 


The  winds  blew,  the  snow  came,  the 
sleet  followed  but  more  than  a  hundred 
hardy  out-of-Jackson  Baptists  came  to 
the  Evangelistic  Conference  at  Jack- 
son  January  30-February  1. 

In  spite  of  the  worst  weather  since 
1889,  the  program  as  planned  with  a 
few  alternatives  was. carried  out  with  the 
exception  of  the  Thursday  night  rally 
which  was  cancelled. 

Due  to  the  severity  of  the  weather 
there  were  no  lights  nor  heat  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church  but  the  speakers 
were  there. 

One  speaker  said  concerning  the  lack 
of  light.  “I  couldn’t  see  my  notes,  but 
the  audience  couldn’t  see  me  either.” 

New  Testament  evangelism  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  speakers  with  warm  hearts 
to  a  cold  crowd.  But  nobody  complained. 
For  if  the  physical  temperature  was  low, 
the  spiritual  temperatures  were  high. 

“I  am  not  looking  for  a  place  to 
hide,”  declared  Dr.  Monroe  F.  Swilley 
to  the  conference  members  Tuesday 
night  in  making  the  climatic  address  of 
the  evening.

No  Draft-Dodgers  in  Seminaries

The  national  headquarters  of  the  Se¬ 
lective  Service  System  has  just  released 
a  study  of  enrolment  in  theological  semi¬ 
naries  in  connection  with  draft  exemp¬ 
tion.  The  study  extended  from  1937  to 
1950.  A  total  of  561  recognized  theolog¬ 
ical  schools  were  investigated. 

The  conclusion  of  the  study  is: 

“The  question  of  whether  the  exemp¬ 
tion  of  theological  students  from  the 
draft  in  a  time  of  war  would  cause  ’a 
great  rush’  to  the  divinity  schools  seems 
to  have  been  well  answered  by  the  in¬ 
formation  gathered. 

•‘This  information  shows  that  the  theo¬ 


logical  schools  have  had  an  over  all 
enrolment  growth  during  the  past  twelve 
years:  that  this  was  greatly  reduced  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  of  conflict,  despite  the 
draft  provision  exempting  divinity  stu¬ 
dents  from  call,  and  that  it  reappeared 
in  increased  proportions  after  the  ces¬ 
sation  of  hostilities.” 

The  study  revealed  the  96  per  cent  of 
Baptist  theological  students  are  over 
nineteen  years  of  age.  Only  45  per  cent 
of  Catholic  theological  students  are  over 
age  nineteen. 

In  the  first  full  school  year  after 
World  War  II,  31  per  cent  of  the  Baptist

Would-be  safecrackers  made  a  vain  at¬ 
tempt  to  rob  the  vaults  in  the  Baptist 
Building  on  Sunday  night,  February  4. 

Two  safes  in  the  Bookkeeping  Depart¬ 
ment  had  the  knobs  knocked  off  from  the 
outside.  However,  the  thieves  were  un¬ 
able  to  open  the  safes.  Had  they  suc¬ 
ceeded.  they  would  still  have  been  wast¬ 
ing  their  time  because  no  cash  is  kept 
overnight  in  the  Baptist  Biulding.  The 
safes  contained  only  legal  papers. 

The  thieves  entered  the  building 
through  a  window  in  the  office  of  the 
editor  of  the  Baptist  Record.  They  ripped 
the  screen,  removed  a  window  pane  and 
laid  it  carefully  in  a  chair  nearby  to 
prevent  its  breaking.  (Editor's  Note: 
How  thoughtful). 

Entering  through  the  editor’s  office 
made  it  convenient  for  the  burglars  to 
rifle  the  desk  of  the  Baptist  Record  book¬ 
keeper.  The  only  thing  they  found  there 
was  disappointment.  Jimmying  the  lock 
to  the  Bookkeeping  Department  of  the 
Convention  Board,  they  broke  the  knobs 
of  the  two  safes  and  a  vault  and,  failing 
to  gain  entrance  to  either,  they  gave  it 
up  as  a  bad  job  and  left.  So  far  detec¬ 
tives  of  the  Jackson  Police  Department 
have  not  been  able  to  apprehend  the 
criminals.

135Chap!ains  Needed 
For  U.  S.  Army 

The  Army  has  appealed  for  135  clergy¬ 
men  to  volunteer  to  serve  as  chaplains 
on  active  duty  with  American  troops. 
While  the  authority  exists  for  recalling 
chaplains  now  on  reserve  status,  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  meet  present  per¬ 
sonnel  needs  with  volunteer?,  the  Chief 
of  Chaplains  (Major  General)  Roy  II. 
Parker  declared. 

“We  are  especially  anxious  to  receive 
applications  from  clergymen  without 
previous  milita'ry  training  who  wish  to 
be  commissioned  in  the  Reserve  in  order 
to  qualify  for  a  tour  of  active  duty,” 
Chaplain  Parker  said." 

Clergymen  without  previous  military 
experience  must  not  have  attained  their 
33rd  birthday  to  apply  for  a  commission 
as  chaplain  in  the  Reserve.  Original  ap¬ 
pointments  in  the  Reserve  are  made  only 
in  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant. 

National  Guard  and  Reserve  chaplains 
not  on  active  duty  are  also  eligible  to 
volunteer. 

The  openings  to  be  filled  from  the  Re¬ 
serves  are  in  the  grades  of  first  lieuten¬ 
ant  and  captain.  To  qualify  for  active 
duty  as  first  lieutenants,  applicants  must 
not  have  attained  their  fortieth  birthday,

Baptist  theological  students  from  the 
close  of  the  war  until  the  present  is 
exactly  1,050. 

During  the  war  years  enrolment  in 
Catholic  theological  students  increased 
by  9.3  per  cent  Protestant  schools  drew 
almost  exactly  at  the  same  rate,  in¬ 
creasing  in  enrolment  by  9.2  per  cent. 
Enrolment  in  Jewish  theological  schools 
jumped  during  th«  war  26  6  per  cent. 

The  growth  id  Southern  Baptist  theo¬ 
logical  schools  since  the  close  of  World 
War  II  has  been  limited  by  the  housing 
and  classroom  capacities  of  the  institu¬ 
tions.

Then  Paul’s  admonition 
comes  in  II  Cor.  8:7  where  he  says, 
“But  as  ye  abound  in  everything,  in 
faith  and  utterance,  and  knowledge,  and 
in  all  earnestness,  and  in  year  love  to 
us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace 
also."  The  grace  of  liberality,  giving, 
literally  see  that  you  practice  the  Law 
of  stewardship  and  tithing  that  is  writ¬ 
ten  not  only  in  Word  of  God  but  in  your 
hearts. 

But  what  did  Jesus  soy  about  tithing 
specifically?  In  Matt.  23:23  Ha  said, 
"Woo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisaas, 
hyprocrits !  for  ya  tithe  mint  and  anise 
and  cummin,  and  have  left  undone  the 
weightier  matters  ef  the  law,  Justice, 
and  mercy,  and  faith.  But  these  ye 
ought  te  have  dene,  and  net  te  have  left 
the  ether  jindone.’' 

This  word,  “ought”  is  the  same  word 
Paul  uses  in  Romans  1:14.  "I  am 
debtor”  and  is  sixteen  times  translated 
“ought”  in  the  New  Testament.  If  Jesus 
said  that  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  were 
under  obligstion  to  tithe,  if  He  him¬ 
self  tithed  and  we  know  He  did,  what 
does  He  expect  of  you  and  of  me?

The  result  was  the  first  amend¬ 
ment  to  our  Constitution. 

Great  as  this  heritage  is  and  preud 
as  we  are  ef  it,  there  is  ene  doctrine 
that  our  Baptist  Fathers  emitted  to  teach 
and  preach,  and  that  is  the  dectrine  of 
stewardship  and  tithing.  Thera  wore  rea¬ 
sons  for  it.  The  South  was  undeveloped 
and  poverty  stricken.  Yet,  the  doctrine 
was  there  just  at  it  is  new  deep  and 
broad  in  the  Ward  ef  Gad. 

We  find  that  to  begin  with  Abraham 
was  a  tither.  We  read  in  Genesis  14:20 
that  Melchizedek.  King  of  Salem  and 
Prince  of  the  most  High  God,  went  out 
to  bless  Abraham.  And  then  we  read 
“And  he  (Abraham)  gave  him  a  tenth 
of  all.”  There  is  no  explanation  of  how 
he  came  to  be  a  tither,  it  just  says  he 
did.  Naturally  the  question  arises, 

“Where  did  the  idea  and  the  practice 
come  from?  Who  ever  thought  of  the 
tithe  in  the  first  place?" 

There  is  a  saying  that  the  Indian 
would  usually  answer  your  question  by 
asking  you  another.  So  we  ask.  “Where 
did  the  altar  as  a  form  of  worship  come 
from'*  Who  ever  thought  of  the  altar 
and  sacrifice  as  an  expression  of  man's 
devotion  toward  God?” 

Origin  Of  Tho  Alfar 

In  the  third  chapter  of  Genesis  where 
God  deals  with  fallen  man,  we  find  three 
significant  things.  The  first  prophecy

♦hat  dwell  therein.  "The  gold  and  the 
silver  are  mine,"  says  the  Lord,  "and 
tho  cattle  on  a  thousand  hills."  But  tho 
tenth  is  holy  unto  tho  Lord.  Just  as  Ho 
said  unto  Moses  that  tho  first  bom  of 
Israel  who  wore  saved  by  tho  blood 
on  the  door  posts  and  later  the  Lcvites 
whom  He  took  in  exchange  for  the  first 
born,  were  hety  unto  the  Lord,  meaning 
that  they  were  consecrated  unto  tho 
ministry  of  holy  things.  They  wore  not 
given  an  inheritance  of  land  as  were  the 
other  eleven  tribes  but  were  to  share 
the  inheritance  of  the  altar,  which  was 
the  tithe. 

We  recall  God’s  instructions  to  Joshua 
concerning  Jericho — That  none  of  the 
spoils  were  to  be  token  by  the  people 
for  their  own  use,  but  were  to  be  de¬ 
voted  to  God’s  use.  Achan  violated  this 
command  desecrating  that  which  was 
holy  and  brought  defeat  to  the  Army  of 
Israel  at  An  until  that  sin  was  put  away. 
THE  TITHE  IS  IN  THE  LAWS 

The  tithe  is  the  Lord’s:  it  is  holy  unto 
the  Lord,  and  we  sin  who  desecrate  it, 
just  as  we  sin  when  we  desecrate  the 
Sabbath  or  the  marriage  vow. 

The  last  Old  Testament  prophet  cried 
against  backslidden  idolatrous  Israel 
saying,  “  Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse;

offerings,”  and  called  on  them,  “Bring 
ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse, 
that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  bouse;

“Jehovah's  Witnesses" 

I  have  Just  read  Dr.  Routh’s  illuminat- 
lnp  article  about  the  doctrines  and  er¬ 
rors  of  “Jehovah’s  Witnesses."  and  the 
excerps  from  letters  received  by  the 
editor  from  members  of  this  group.  I 
feel  that  It  might  be  illuminating  to  give 
a  little  personal  tesUmony  concerning 
the  genesis  and  background  of  this  move¬ 
ment. 

When  I  was  a  boy  on  a  Texas  farm 
who  eagerly  devoured  every  printed  pags 
that  was  available,  someone  paid  for 
a  set  of  “Pastor”  Russell’s  “Studies  in 
the  Scriptures”  to  be  sent  to  me.  There 
were  six  volumes,  well  printed  and  at¬ 
tractively  bound.  During  the  long  winter 
afternoons  and  evenings  I  read  them 
through,  from  the  first  page  to  the  last 
The  same  “philanthropist”  sent  in  my 
name  for  a  year’s  subscription  to  the 
“Watch-Tower.”

CHICAGO,  Ill. — (BP) — According  to  an 
Announcement  by  Religious  News  Serv¬ 
ice,  there  are  two  million  un -churched 
people  in  Chicago,  415  thousand  of  them 
under  fourteen  years  of  age  and  391 
thousand  more  between  fourteen  and 
nineteen  years.  Southern  Baptists  in  Illi¬ 
nois  are  endeavoring  to  do  something 
about  this. 

They  have  employed  A.  G.  Rednour  t® 
serve  as  missionary  in  the  area.  He  will 
live  in  a  home  purchased  by  a  group 
of  eleven  Chicago  Baptist  churches.  The 
effort  is  a  part  of  the  movement  of  the 
Illinois  Baptist  Association  to  organize 
congregations  in  all  of  the  state’s  35S 
towns  and  cities  which  have  no  Baptist 
church  of  any  description.  They  hope 
to  continue  the  growth  that  started  in 
1910  with  226  churches  and  that  today 
has  600  churches,  more  than  any  other 
Baptist  body  in  the  state.

And  Social  Security

Hie  Executive  Committee  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  meeting  in 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  December  14,  1950, 
passed  a  resolution  expressing  it  as 
their  opinion  that  participation  by 
groups,  within  our  Southern  Baptist  life, 
in  Federal  Social  Security  as  amended, 
did  not  seem  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
cherished  principle  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State. 

That  resolution  also  stated:  “It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Executive  Committee  that 
participation  in  this  plan  on  the  part 
of  our  Baptist  agencies  and  institutions 
makes  its  benefits  available  to  all  of 
their  employees,  particularly  those  in 
the  lower  income  brackets  not  hitherto 
covered  by  retirement  plans,  without 
conflict  or  competition  with  our  own 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  plans  of  re¬ 
tirement. 

“We  respectfully  urge  all  institutions 
and  agencies  that  may  participate  in 
the  Social  Security  Plan  to  continue  their 
participation  in  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board’s  retirement  plans.” 

Recent  correspondence  indicates  many 
of  our  Baptist  people  have  misunder¬ 
stood  the  intent  of  purport  of  this  state¬ 
ment.  It  appears,  also,  that  many  have 
read  into  the  statement  far  more  than 
its  originators  said.  Certainly,  some  of 
the  articles  recently  appearing  in  de¬ 
nominational  papers  show  the  necessity 
of  further  clarification  of  the  entire  situ¬ 
ation.  In  the  interest,  therefore,  of  a 
better  understanding  of  all  that  is  in¬ 
volved  in  this  matter,  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  is  publishing  in  all  the  denomina¬ 
tional  papers  a  series  of  five  short 
articles,  this  being  the  first.  His  one 
purpose  is  that  of  clarification:  that 
quotations  made  may  be  accurate,  in¬ 
terpretations  correct,  actions  taken  in¬ 
telligently  made,  and  such  conclusions 
reached  as  will  further  the  work  of 
our  Saviour. 

What  Tha  Exacutiva  Committed 
Did  Not  Say 

Difficulties  have  arisen,  and  are  in¬ 
creasing  with  each  passing  day,  due  not 
to  the  statement  made  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  in  itself  so  much  as 
they  are  due  to  a  misreading  and  mis- 
interpreation  of  the  statement,  with  er¬ 
roneous  conclusions  reached. 

For  instance,  THE  COMMITTEE  DID 
NOT  SAY  that  Social  Security  is  more 
desirable  than  anything  offered  by  our 
denominational  Board.  They  did  not  deal 
in  comparisons  at  all. 

THE  COMMITTEE  DID  NOT  SAY  they 
were  commending  Social  Security  to 
any  and  to  all,  particularly  to  local 
churches.  They  neither  commended  nor 
condemned. 

THE  COMMITTEE  DID  NOT  EVEN 
IMPLY  that  churches  should  now  look 
to  the  welfare  of  their  workers  as 
promptly  as  possible,  urging  that  it  bo 
done  through  Federal  Social  Security. 
Their  statement  was  not  promotional 
in  its  purport  or  intent. 

THE  COMMITTEE  DID  NOT  SAY 
they  saw  not  unpleasant  complications 
out  in  the  future.  They  dealt  only  with 
the  present  in  the  statement  they  made. 

THE  COMMITTEE  DID  NOT  SAY 
they  saw  no  objections!  features  to  So¬ 
cial  Security  as  it  now  stands.  They 
were  expressing  no  opinion  as  to  the 
desirability  of  Social  Security,  or  other¬ 
wise. 

What  The  Executive  Committee  Did  Say 
They  said  two  things  in  their  state-

The  movement  appeals  to  the  “under¬ 
dog”  psychology,  who  are  taught  that 
the  “clergy”— which  is  not  only  the 
Roman  Catholic  Hierarchy,  but  all  pro- 
testani  pastors  and  church  officials,  hold 
the  people  In  spiritual  bondage,  with¬ 
holding  the  truth  and  teaching  error. 
All  organized  churches  —  except,  of 
course.  “Jehovah's  Wttnesse*”,  are  a 
part  of  the  present  world-order  that  is 
to  be  destroyed.  Russell  was  not  as  bit¬ 
ter  as  the  more  recent  leadership;  his 
followers  were  to  remain  In  the  churches 
a-5  a  sort  of  “fifth-column”  winning 
“Bible  students”  to  learn  the  truth.  I 
reading  the  Watch  Tower  when  he 
Issued  the  “caH”:  “Come  out  from 
among  them  and  be  ye  separate.”

ment: 

(1)  Participation  being  on  a  voluntary 
basis  now,  rather  than  mandatory  (as 
the  Bill  was  originally  drawn)i  it  was 
their  opinion  such  participation  might 
be  enjoyed  by  either  an  individual  or 
a  group  within  our  denominational  life, 
without  violating  our  cherished  principle 
of  the  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

(2)  They  urged  that,  whenever  an 
individual  or  a  group  should  elect  to 
participate  in  Social  Security,  such  par¬ 
ticipation  should  be  supplemental  to 
participation  in  the  plans  of  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board,  rather  than  as  a 
substitute  for  such  plans. 

For  the  consideration  given  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  in  the  Committee's 
statement.  Paragraph  (2),  the  Board  is 
deeply  grateful.  There  are  most  excel¬ 
lent  reasons  why  such  participation  in 
the  plans  of  the  denominational  Board 
should  be  continued  ...  reasons  that 
are  advantageous,  both  to  the  individual 
and  to  the  Board.  Evidently,  these  were 
apparent  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
although  not  stated,  and  they  will  be 
dealt  with  by  this  writer  in  articles  that 
are  to  follow. 

What  the  Committee  did  say  under 
Paragraph  (1),  many  of  our  Baptist 
people  approve.  We  recognize  the  fact 
that  the  situation  presented  now  is  a 
new  one,  calling  for  clear  thinking,  and 
that  there  are  many  differences  of  opin¬ 
ion  and  many  shades  of  thought  among 
us  on  this  subjecL  Certainly,  a  large 
number  of  our  denominational  leaders 
have  reached  the  conclusion  stated  in 
the  resolution:  namely,  that  participa¬ 
tion  does  not  violate  principle  of  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind,  however,  that  many 
others  do  not  find  themselves  in  accord 
with  it.  This  matter  also  will  be  dis¬ 
cussed  in  an  early  article. 

One  thing  is  very  clear,  that  is,  de¬ 
cisions  with  regard  to  participation  in 
Federal  Social  Security  should  be  made 
after  a  full  study  of  the  many  issues 
involved.

How  can  we  lead  our  children  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  Bible,  and  develop  in  them 
a  genuine  interest  in  “THE  BOOK  OF 
BOOKS?”

First  Church,  Jackson,  closed  1950 
with  a  remarkable  record,  it  was  re¬ 
vealed  this  week  in  figures  released  by 
E.  L.  Herring,  Business  Manager.  Four 
hundred  new  members  were  received 
into  the  church,  one  fourth  of  them  by 
baptism;  Sunday  School  enrolment  in¬ 
creased  over  5.7%;  Training  Union  en¬ 
rolment  saw  a  gain  of  over  10%,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  453;  and  a 
grand  total  of  757  places  of  leadership 
service  are  filled  by  members  of  the 
congregation. 

Perhaps  the  largest  W.  M.  U.  organiza¬ 
tion  in  the  state  is  at  First  Church; 
the  total  enrolment  of  the  40  circles 
and  auxiliaries  on  December  31  was 
835.  with  an  average  attendance  of  584. 
A  total  of  224  voices  are  enlisted  in  the 
church’s  four  choirs;  and,  during  the 
twelve-month  period,  a  Men’s  Fellow¬ 
ship  Club  was  organized  with  an  initial 
attendance  of  526. 

One  of  the  most  significant  achieve¬ 
ments,  an  all-time  record,  was  the  con¬ 
tribution  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  to  the  church  budget  and 
other  Kingdom  channels.  The  records 
show  a  total  contribution  during  the  year 
of  $270,876.72,  of  which  $89,919.45  went 
to  Ihe  Co-operative  Program  and  other 
mission  causes.  The  congregation's 
Building  Enlargement  Program,  re-ac¬ 
tivated  during  the  year,  showed  a  cash 
balance  of  $170,628.85. 

In  addition  to  Its  regular  worship  and 
aducational  activities.  First  Church  es¬ 
tablished  tha  Broadmoor  Chapel  as  an 
arm  of  tho  church,  and  financed  tha  pur- 
chase  of  building  sito  and  temporary 
structures  totaling  more  than  $14,006. 
The  salary  ot  tho  Chapel  pastor,  Rev. 
Clayton  Sullivan,  is  paid  by  tho  First 
Church.

December  Receipt*  Already  at  Werk 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  its  Jan¬ 
aary  meeting  began  the  channeling  of 
the  $675,000  received  from  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  in  December.  The  money 
represents  Southern  Baptist  giving  to 
the  advance  of  foreign  missions  and  was 
the  amount  over  the  Convention's  1950 
basic  budget  of  $6,675,000  which  was 
reached  late  in  November.  It  is  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Board’s  $2.350, 000  share  in 
the  basic  budget. 

'This  money  will  nuke  possible  the 
appointment  at  1M  new  raissiooaires  in 
1951,”  commented  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rank¬ 
in,  executive  secretary  of  the  Board. 
"The  appointment  of  these  young  people 
now  preparing  themselves  for  the  for¬ 
eign  mission  field  would  not  have  been 
possible  except  for  this  over  and  above 
gift.” 

The  money  will  also  enable  the  Board 
to  meet  large  needs  for  capital  expendi¬ 
ture  which  could  not  b^  included  in  its 
regular  budget. 

The  $675,000  will  be  distributed  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

$275,000  will  underwrite  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  100  new  missionaires 
in  1951. 

$150,000  will  be  applied  on  buildings 
and  equipment  for  the  inter¬ 
national  Baptist  seminary  in 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina. 
$125,000  will  purchase  additional  land 
and  buildings  far  the  interna¬ 
tional  Baptist  seminary  in  Zu¬ 
rich,  Switzerland. 

$  75.000  will  go  toward  completion  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Bar- 
ranquilla,  Columbia. 

$  25,000  will  be  applied  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  building  for  the 
College  Baptist  Church,  Re¬ 
cife,  North  Brazil. 

$  25,000  will  construct  residences  on 
the  hospital  compound  i  n 
Transjordan.

In  the  five 
seminaries  and  Bible  schools  conducted 
by  Chinese  Baptist  there  are  more  Hi»r, 
25A  young  people  preparing  for  Christian 
leadership.  It  is  most  encouraging  that 
young  people  continue  to  respond  to  the 
call  at  God  to  Christian  responsibilities 
In  the  face  of  mounting  dangers. 

“The  University  of  Shanghai  is  carry- 
ing  on  its  work  with  1300  students.  Re¬ 
ports  indicate  internal  conditions  are  bet¬ 
ter  than  a  few  months  ago.  The  influence 
or  the  Christian  group  on  the  campus 
seems  to  be  stronger. 

“Churches  continue  to  report  good 
attendance,  professions  of  faith  and  bap¬ 
tisms  The  North  Gate  Church  in  Shang¬ 
hai  is  proceeding  with  the  construction 
of  a  church  building,  using  funds  raised 
m  China  The  convention  organizations 
are  bravely  carrying  on  their  work. 
Only  recently  was  a  meeting  of  the 
Chma  Baptist  Convention  Executive 
Committee  held  in  Shanghai  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  all  parts  of  our  work 
The  main  objective  of  this  meeting  was 
to  plan  means  whereby  Chinese  Baptists 
work  can  prepare  itself  to  carry  on  even 
if  the  time  comes  when  no  aid  can 
come  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
One  of  the  leaders  from  North  China 
reported  a  visit  he  had  just  made  to 
Manchuria  where  before  the  war  with 
Japan  there  were  27  churches.  Not  one 
dollar  of  aid  has  reached  those  churches 
since  1941.  They  have  endured  all  the 
bitter  experience  of  Japanese.  Russian, 
and  Chinese  communist  control.

Natives  of  Nigeria  set  a  difficult  pace 
for  fellow  students  in  Virginia  Union 
University  at  Richmond.  Rev.  and  Mrs 
E.  A  Dahunsi.  who  are  attending  the 
school  under  the  auspices  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  have  received  their  grades 
for  the  first  semester. 

Mr.  Dahunsi  proudly  reported  to  Dr. 
George  W.  Sadler,  the  Board's  secre¬ 
tary  for  Africa,  Europe,  and  the  Near 
East,  that  his  wife  made  three  A’s  and 
four  B’s.

DALLAS,  Tex.  —(RNS)—  A  group  of 
Baptist  preachers  will  make  a  study  of 
what  Christianity  can  do  about  such 
things  as  gambling,  drinking,  bad  litera¬ 
ture  and  indecent  movies  in  Texas. 

The  executive  board  of  the  Baptist 
General  Convention,  at  its  annual  meet¬ 
ing  here,  named  a  Christian  Life  Com¬ 
mission  to  conduct  the  project. 

The  preachers  also  will  study  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  broken  homes  and  race  relations. 
Their  object  will  be  to  see  what  Chris¬ 
tians  as  a  whole,  rather  than  just  Bap¬ 
tists,  can  do  to  solve  the  problems. 

The  board  also  officially  launched  the 
largest  campaign  for  Christ  ever  held  in 
the  state— a  drive  to  win  250,000  Texans 
for  churches. 

Board  members  stood  in  windy.  32- 
degree  weather  to  break  ground  on  * 
million-dollar  Baptist  headquarters  buil¬ 
ding. 

The  building  is  being  jointly  erected 
by  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  Texas,  tha 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  Texas.
